They of Pli- 
mouth c ame with Patents from King James, 
and hav. e ſince obtained others, from our So- 
veraign, King Charles, having a Governour and 
Council of their own : There was about the 
fame tin je, one Mr. een, an Engliſh Mer- 
chant, v rho ſene divers men to Plant and 
Trade; + who fate down by the River of Weſa- 
guſcus, bi it theſe coming not for ſo good ends 
as thoſe of Plymoath, ſped not fo well; for the 
molt of chem Dying and Languiſhing away, 
They w ho ſurvived were reſcued by thoſe of 
Phmonth, out of the hands of Chickatalbort, Sc 
his Indian i, who oppreſſed thoſe weak Exgliſp, 
and inten ded to have deſtroyed them: And 
| the Plynet beans alſo, as is ſet down in a Trac, 
Written [ty Mr. Winſlow of Plymouth : Allo 
+ firice, one Captain Mollaſton with ſome Thir- 
ty with hi m, came near to the ſame place, 
and Buile ( in an Hill, which he named Mount 
alla; but being not ſupplied with renew- 
ed m, they vaniſhed away as the for- 
mer did. divers Merchants of Briſtol, 
and ſome ot her places, have yearly for theſe 
eight years, « dr thercabouts, ſet Ships hither 


at 
the 
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the Fiſhing times, te Trade for Bever, where 


their Factors diſhoneſtly for their gains, have 
furniſhed the Indians with Guns, Swords, Pow- 
der and Shot. ; 

Touching the Plantation which we here 
have begun: it fell out thus. About the Year 
1627. ſome Friends being together in Lincoln- 
ſhire, fell into diſcourſe about New Eu- 
gland, and the Planting of the Goſpel there; 
and after ſome deliberation, we imparted our 
reaſons, by Letters and Meſſages, to ſome in 
London and the Weff Country; where it was 
likewiſe deliberately thoughe upon, and at 
length with often negotiation ſo ripened, that 
in the ycar 1628. we procured a Patent from 
His Majefty for our Planting between the 
Maſſachuſetts Bay and Charks River on che 
South, and the River of AMerrimacł on the 
North, and three miles on either ſide of thoſe 


Rivers and Bay; as alſo for the Government 


of thoſe who did or ſhould Inhabit within 
chat Compaſs: And the ſame year we ſynt 
Mr. Jobs Endicott, and ſome with him, to 
begin a Plantation; and to ſtrengthen ſuch 
as he ſhould find there, which we ſent thi- 
ther from Dorcbefler, and ſome places adjoyn- 
ing: from whom the ſame year receiving 
hopeful News: The next year, 1629. we ſent 
divers Ships over, with about Three Hundred 
People, and ſome Cowes, Goats and Horley,

many of which Arrived ſafely. Theſe by 
their too large Commendations of the Coun | fu! 
try, and the Comtnodities thereof, invited us br 
ſo ſtrongly to go on, that Mr. Wintbrop of Sh 
Suffolk, ( who was well known in his own th 
82 — — „ — ” his Pie- — 
ty. ali:y, Wiſdom ravity ) coming 

in to us, we came to ſuch reſulution, that in | 
April, 1630. we ſet Sail from Old England | 
wich four good-Ships. And in May following | Pe 
eight more tollowed ; two having gone beſore B. 
in February and Merch, and two more follow- 1 
ing in Fuze and Agel, beſides another Set out 4 
by a private Merchane. Theſe ſeventeen Ships 
Arrived all fate in New Exgland, for the in- 


Eighty of chem being Dead the Winter be- 
fore; and many of thoſe alive, weak and - 
ſick ; all the Corn and Bread amungit them 
all, hardly fufficiencro feed them a fortnight : 
inſomuch that the remainder of an H | 
and Eighty Servants we had the two years

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before ſent over, coming to us for Victual to 
ſuſtain them, we found our ſelves wholly una- 
ble to feed them, by reaſon that the Proviſions 
Shipped for them, were taken out of the Stip 
m_ were put in; and they who were truſted 
to Ship them in another, failed us, and ktr 
them behind; whereupon neceſſiiy enloi ced 
us to our extream loſs, to give them all Liber - 
ty; who had coſt us about Sixteen or Twenty 
Pound a Perſon, furniſhing and ſending over. 
But bearing theſe things as we might, 
we began to conſult of the Place of our Sitti 
down: For Selem where we Landed, plea 

us not. And to that purpoſe, ſome were ſent 
to the Bay, to ſearch up the Rivers for a con- 
venient place; who upon their return, . 
ed to have found a good place upon Mit; 
but ſome other of us, ſeconding theſe, to ap- 
prove or diſlike of their judgment ; we found 


a place liked us better, three Leagues up Cherles 


River : And thereupon Unſhipped our Goods 
into other Veſſels, and with much Coſt and 
Labour, brought them in July to Cbariſteum ; 
but there receiving advertiſements (by ſome 
of the late arrived Ships) from Learden and

us of our people brought wich us being 
ſick of Fevers, and the Scurvy, and we there- 
by unable to carry up our Ordnance and Bag» 
gage ſo far) we were forced to change coun 
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ſel, and for our preſent ſhelter to Plant diſper- 
fedly, ſome at Char/ftown, which Nandeth on 
the North ſide of the mouth of Charles Ri- 
ver; ſome on the South-lide thereof, which 
— we named Boſfon ( as we intended to 
ave done the place we fuſt refolved on ) 
ſeme of us upon Miſick, which we named 
Meadford ; ſome ot us Weſtward on Charles 
River, four miles trom-Cbar/ftown, which place 
ve named Watertown; others of us two miles 
from Peſton, in a place we named Rexbary ; 
others upon the River or Sawgus, between Sa- 
lem and Cbarlſt. un: And the Weſtern men 
four miles South trom Bafin, at a place we 
named DPerchefter. II. is Liſperſion troubled 
ſome of us, but help it we could not, wanting 
ability ro remove to any place fir to Build a 
Town upon; and tlie time too ſhore to deli- 
berate any lorger, lcalt the Winter ſhould ſur- 
tize us betore we had Builded our Hiouſes. 
he beſt counſ. l we could find out was to 
Buitd a Fort ro re ire to, in ſome convenient 
place, it any Enemy preſſed us cher-unto, after 
we ſhould have fortityed our ſc tves againſt 


the injuiics of wet and cold. So cealing to 


confule turther tor that time, they who had 
Health to Labour, fell ro Building, wherein 
many were interrupted ich Sickneſs, and ma- 
ny Dyed weckly, yea, almoſt daily. Amongſt 
whom were Mrs. Pinch, Mrs, Coddington, 


- 
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Mrs. Philips, and Mrs. Alcock, a Siſter of Mr. 

Heokers. Inſomuch that the Ships be ing now 

upon their Return, ſome for England, ſome 
for felend ; there was as I take it not much leis 
than an Hundred ( ſome think many more ) 
partly out of diſlike of our Government, which 
reftrained and puniſhed their Exceſſes; and 
partly through fear ef Famine, not ſeeing o- 
ther means than by their Labour to feed them- 
fclves ) which returned back again; and glad 
were we ſo to be rid of them. Others alſo 
afterwards hearing of men of their own Diſ- 
poſition, which were Planted at Puſcataway, 
went from us co them; whereby though our 
Numbers were leſſened, yet we accounted our 
ſelves nothing weakned by their Removal : 
Before the Departure of the Ships, we con- 
tracted with Mr. Peirce, Maſter of the Lyon of 
Briſtel, to Return to us with all ſpeed, wich 


freſh ſupplies of Victuak, and gave him dire- 


ctions accordingly ; with this Ship returned 
Mr. Revil, one of the five Undertakers here, 
for the joynt Stock of the Company ; and 
Mr. Vaſal, one of the Aſſiſtants, and his Fa- 
mily ; and alſo Mr. Brigbe, a Miniſter ſent hi- 
ther the year before : 'The Ship being gone, 
ViQuals waſting, and Mortality increaſing, we 
held divers Faſts in our ſeveral Congregations, 
t the Lord would not yet be Deprecated ; 

r abous the beginning of g meln, Nia 
r. 
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Mr. Gager, a right Godly man, a skilful Chy- 
rurgeon, and one of the Deacons of our Con- 
glegation. And Mr. Higginſen, one of the 
Miniſters of Salem, a zealous and a profitable 
Preacher; this of a Conſumption, that of a 
Fever: And on the zotb. of September, Dyed 
Mr. Fobnſen, another of the five Undertakers, 
(the Lady ARBELLA his Wife deing Dead a 
Month befoi e) This Gentleman was a prime 
man among{t us, having the beſt Eftate of a- 
ny ; zealous for Religion, and the greateft fur-

ing willingly, proſeſſing his 
Life better ſpent in . chis Plantation, 


than it could have been any other way. He 


left to us a Loſs greater then the moſt conceiv- 
ed. Within a month after, Dyed Mr. Reſſiter 
another of our Aſſiſtants, a Godly man, and 
of a good Eſtate, which ſtill weakned us 
more: So that now there were left of the five 
Undertakers, but the Governour, Sir Richard 
Saltenftell, and my ſelſ, and ſeven other of the 
Adliftacts. And of the People who came o- 
ver with us, from the time of cheir Setting 
Sail from England, in April 1630. until Decem- 
ber following, there Dyed by Eſtimation about 
Two Hundred at the leaſt ; ſo low hath the 
Lord brought us! Well, vet they who Survi- 
ved were not diſcouraged, but bearing Gods 
Corrections with Humilicy, and truſting in His 

I Moereies 3 
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Mercies, and conſidering how ater 1 lower 
ebb he had raiſed up our Neighbours at F 
wourh, we began again in Dece to conſule 
about a fit place to Build a Town upon; lea- 
ving all thoughts of a Fort, beckuſe upon any 
Inyalion, we were neceflatily to loſe our Hou- 
ſes, when we ſhould reci:e there into: So after 
divers Meetings at Boffon, Rexta y and! Water- 
town, on the Twenty Eighth of December, we 
grew to this reſolution, to bind all he Athit- 
ants (Mr. Endicott, and Mr. Sharp excepted, 
which laſt purpoſeth to return by the next 
Ship into England) to Build Houſes, at a place 
a mile Eaſt from Watertown, near Charles Ri- 
ver, the next Spring, and to Winter there the 
next year; that fo by our Examples, and by 
removing the Ordnance and Munition thicher, 
all who were able, might be drawn thither,\.4 
and ſuch as ſhall come to us hereafter to bk 
advantage, be compelled ſo to do; and fv 
God would, a Fortifyed Town might therd 
- grow N the place fitting reaſonably well there · 
to. I ſhould betore have mentioned how both 
the Exgliſp and Indian Corn being at ten ſtäl- 
lings a ſtrike, and Bever being valued ar bx 
ſhillings a Pound; we made Laws to reſtrain 
. the Selling of Corn to the pers "rod 
the price of Bever ac liberty; which wiS*þ 
*Knidly Sold for ten, — twenty Shillfth 
Pound, 1 ſhould alſo remenbivd,

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/ 
the half of our Cowes, and almoſt all our 
Mares and Goates, ſent us out of Exgland, Dy- 
ed at Sea, in their Paſſage hither 5 and that 
thoſe intended to be ſent us out of Seland, 
were not ſent at all; all which, together with tho 
loſs of our fix months Building occaſioned by 
our intended Removal to a Town to bg Forti- 
ed, weakned our Eſtates, eſpecially the E- 
ares of the Undertakers, who were Three or 
Four Thouſand Pounds ingaged in the joynt 
ſtock, which was now not abeve fo many Hun- 
dreds; yet many of us laboured to bear it as 
comfortably as we could, remembring the end 
of our Coming hither, and knowing the power 
of God, who can ſupport and raiſe us again 
and uſeth to bring his Servants low, that the 
meek may de made glorious by Deliverance. 


I have no leiſure to Review and Inſert things 
. , but out of due time and order muſt 
fet them down as they come to memory. A- 
bout the end of Ocfeber, this year 1630. J 
joyned with the Governour, and Mr. Mave- 
rick, in ſending out our Pinace to the Narra- 
goujetts, to Trade for Corn, to ſupply our 
wants; but after the Pinace had doubled 
Cope Cod, ſhe put into the next Harbour ſhe 
found, and there meeting wich I=djans, who 
ſhewed their willingneſs to Truck; ſhe made 
her Voyage there, and brought us an Hundred 


-- 
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Buſhels of Corn, at about four ſhillings a Buſhe . 
el, which helped us fomething. From the 
Coaſt where they Traded, they ſaw a very 
large Iſland, four Leagues to the Eaft, which 
the Indians commended as a fruitful place, full 
of good Vines, and free from ſharp Froſts, 
having one only Entrance into it, by a Navi- 
gable River, Inhabited by a tew Indians, which 
for a trifle would leave the Iſland, if the E- 
710 would ſet them upon the Main; but the 

inace having no direction tor Diſcovery, re- 
turned without Sailing to it, which in two 
Hours they might have done: Upoti this Coalt 
they found ſtore of Vines full of Grapes dead 
Tipe, the Seafon being paſt ; whicher we pur- 
poſe to fend the next year ſooner, to make 
fome ſmall quantity of Wine, it God inable 
us; the Vines growing thin with us, and we-: 
not having yet any leiſure to Plant Vineyards. 


But now having ſome leiſure to diſcourle of 


the motives for other mens coming to this 
place, or their abſtaining from it; after my 
brief manner, I ſay this. That if any come 
hither to Plant for Worldly. Ends, that can 
live well at Home, he commits an Error, of 
which he will ſoon repent him: But it for 
Spiritual, ald that no particular obſtacle hinder 
his Removal, he may find here what may well 
content him: viz. Materials to Build, Feweb 
fa 
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Fiſh in, a pure Air to Breath in, good Water 
to drink, till Wine or Beer can be made; 
which together with the Cowes, Hoggs and 
Goats brought hither already, may ſuffice for 
Food; as for Fowl and Veniſon, they are 
inties here as well as in Ezplend. For 
Joaths and BedCing, they muſt bring them 
with chem, till time and induſtry produce 
them here. In a word, we yet enjoy little to 
he enryed, but endure much to be pittied in 
the Sickneſs and Mortality of our People: 
And I do the more willingly uſe this open 
and plain dealing, leaſt other men ſhould fall 
ſhort of their expectations, when they come 
hither, as we to our great prejudice. did; by 
means of Letteis ſent us from hence into En- 
3 wherein honeſt men out of a deſire to 
draw 
H 


over others to them, wrote ſomewhat 

lly of many things here : If any 

Godly men out of Religious Ends will come 
over, to help us in the good Work we are a- 
bout: I think they cannot diſpoſe of them- 
ſelves, nor of their Eſtates more to God's Glo- 
ry, and the furtherance of their own Reckon- 
ing: But they muft not be ot the poorer fort 
yet, for divers years. For we have found by 
ience, that they have hindred, not jur- 
thered the-Work: And for profane and de- 
bauched. perſons, their overſight in coming hi- 
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thing to content them. If there be any En- 
dued with Grace, and furniſhed wich means to 
feed themſelves and theirs for eighteen months, 
and to Build and Plant, let them come into 
our Macedonia, and help us, and not ſpend 
themſelres and their Eſtates in a leis profitable 
Employment: for others, I conceive they are 

not yet fitted for this Buſineſs. 
| Touching the Diſcouragement which the 
Sickneſs and Mortality which every firft year 
hach ſeized upon us, and thoſe of Plymonth, as 
appeareth betore, may give to ſuch who have 
caſt any thoughts this way (of which Morta- 
lity ic may be ſaid of us almoſt as of the K. 
gyptians, that there is not an Houſe where 
there is not one dead, and in fome Houſes 
many) the natural cauſes ſeem to be, the 
want of warm Lodging, and good Dyet, 
to which Erg/:iſh men are habicuated at home; 
and in the ſudden increaſe of heat, which they 
endure that are Landed here in Summer; the 
ſalt meats ac Seca having prepared theic ics 
thereto ; for thole only theſe two laſt years 
dyed of Fevers, who Landed in Fane and 
yas as thoſe of Plymouth, who Landed 
inter, dyed of the Scurvy ; as did eur po 
er fore, whoſe Houſing and Bed ing, kept they. 
not ſufficiently warm, nor their" Dyer Rune 
ently in heart: other cauſes God may have, 


a our Faithful Miniſter, Mr. Ni ( latedy

| gk thoſe who Dyed about the end of 

this Jaunary, there was a Girl of Eleyen Years 
Old, the Davg hier of one John Ruggles, who 

the time of her Sickneſs, e to the 
r er, and thoſe-about bf much Faith 
and Affurance of Salvation, as is rarely found 
ta any: of that Age; which I thought not un- 
. worthy here to commit = — : and if 
any tax me for w ecording 
cheſe ſmall matters; — 3 that 
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the Sprit Sail, loft his hold as he was coming 
down, and fell into the Sea; where, alter 
long Swimming, he was Drowned, to the preat 
dolour of thoſe in the Ship, who heheld fo la- 
mentable a Spectacle, without being able to 
miniſter help to him, the Sea was ſo ſo high, 
and the Ship drove jo faſt before the Wind, 
though her Sails were taken down. By this 
Ship we underſtand of the Fight of three of 
our Ships, and two Engliſh Men of War co- 
ming out of the Straits, with Fourteen D- 
kirks, upon the Coaſt of England, as they Re» 
turned from us, in the end of the laſt Sum- 
mer; who through Gods Goodneſs, with the 
lofs of ſome thirteen or fourteen men, out of 
our three Ships ; and I know not how 
out of the two Men off War, got at ng 
clear of th:m. The Chiles, one of our 1 
a ſtout Ship, of 300 Tonn, being fo torn, that 
ſhe had not much of her left whole above wa- 
ter. By this Ship we alſo underſtand of the 
Death of many of thoſe who wem from us 
the laſt year to England, as likewiſe of the 
Mortality there ; whereby we ſee there are 
Graves in other places as well as with us. 


. 1 Amongſt others who Dyed about this time, 


"was Mr. Robert Welden, who in the time of his 
Sickneſs we had Choſen to be Captain of 100. 
Foot, but before he took roſf: ion ol his 
place, he Dyed, — of this *

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and was Buried as a Souldier, with three Vol- 
hes of Shott. Upon the Twenty Second of 
February we Held a General Day of Thanks- 
giving throughout the whole Colony, for the 
Arrival ot the Ship which came laſt wich 
our Provilions. 


Upon the Eighth of March, from after it 


was fair day light, until about Eight of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, there flew over all the 
Towns in our Plantations, ſo many Flocks of 
Doves, each Flock containing many Thouſands, 
and ſome ſo many, that they obſcured the 
Light, that it paſſath credit, it the Truth 
ſhould be et cog and the thing Was the 
more ſtrange, becauſe I ſcarce remember to 
_ ſeen ten Doves _ I came — 1 
zountry + They were all Turtles, as a 
by divers of them we killed Flying, ſomewhat 
bigger than thoſe of Europe, — flew 
from the North-eaſt, to the South-welt ; but 
what it portends, I know nor. 2 
«The Ship now waits but for Wind, which 
when it Blowes, there are ready to go Aboard 
therein for Exgland, Sir Richard Saltenſtall, Mr. 
Sharp, Mr. Coadington, and many others; the 
whereof pu poſe to return to us again, 
it God will. In the mean time, we are leit a 
ople- poor and contemptible, yet fach as 
Tiuft in God; and are ' contented with our 
condition, being well aſſured, that he will 2 
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fail us nor ſorſake us. I had almoſt forgotten 
to add this, That the Wheat we received by 
this laſt Ship, ſtands us in thirteen or fourteen 
ſhillings a ſtrike, and the Peaſe about eleven 
ſhillings a ſtrike, beſides the Adventure, which 
is worth three or four ſhillings a ſtrike ; which 
is an higher price than I ever taſted Bread of | 
before: |

Before the departure of the Ship (which yet* 
was Wi md) there came unto us Sagamote 
obs, and one of his Subjects, requiring fatis- 
action for the Burning ot two Wigwams, by 
ſome of the Exgliſ; which Wiggwan we 
not Inhabited, but ſtood in a place con 
for theic ſhelter, when upon occafion, 
ſhould Travel that way. By Examination' 
found that ſome Englifh Fowlers, —_— el 
red into that which belonged to the Subject; 
and leaving a Fire therein careleſly which the

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Burning thereof. For that which was the Sa- 
amores, we could find no certain proof. how 
was Fired: yet leaſt he ſnould think us not 
fedulous enough to nnd it out, and fo' ſhoakk 
8 ; depart 
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depart difcontentedly from us; we gave both 
him and his Subject, fatisfaRion for them both. 

The like accident of Fire alſo befel Mr. 
Sharp, and Mr. Colbern, upon the ſeventeenth 
of this March; both whoſe Houſes (which 
were as good, and as well furniſhed as the 
moſt in the Plantation ) were in two hours 
ſpace Burned to the ground ; together with 
much of their Houſhold-ſtuff, Apparel, and 
other things ; as allo ſome Goods of others, 
who Sojourned wich them in their Houſes ; 
God fo pleaſing to exerciſe us with Correcti- 
ons of this kind, as he hath done with others. 
For the prevention whereof, in our New Town 
inte this Summer to be Builded; we have 
ordered that no man there jhall Build his 
Chimney with Wood, nor cover his Houſe 
wich Thateh, which was readily aſſented un- 
to; for that divers other Houſes have been 
Burned fince our Arrival. 


Upon the Eighteenth Day of March, came 


one from Salem, and told us, that upon the 
Fifteenth thereof, there Dyed Mrs. Skelton, the 
Wife of the other Miniſter there. She was a 
c_ and an helptul Woman, the lived deſired, 
and dyed lamented, and well deſerves to be 
honourably remember ed. 

Upon the Twenty-fifth of this Afareb, one 
of Watertown having loit a Calf, and about 
ten-of the Clock at night, hearing the How- 
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ling of ſome Wolves not far off, raiſed many 
of his Neighbours out of their Beds, that by 
Diſcharging their Muskets near about the places 
where he heard the Wolves, he mighe fo pue 
the Wolves to flight, and ſave his Calf: The 
Wind ſerving fic to carry the Report of the 
Muskets to Roxbury, three miles off, at ſuch a 
time; che Inhabitants there took an Alarm 

Beat up their Drum, Armed themſelves, and 
ſent in Poſt to us to Boſfon, to Raiſe us alſo; 
So in the morning, the Calf being found ſafe, 
the Wolves affiighted, and our danger paſt, 
we went merrily to Breakfaſt. 

I thought to have ended before, hut the 
ſtay of the Ship, and my defire to inform 
Your Honour ef all I can, hath cauſed this 
Addition: And every one having warning te 
71 for the Ships departure to motrow,

| Sealing my Letters. 
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The PREFACE of the Reverend Mr. John 
Ailin, of Dedham, and of Mr. Thomas She- 
pard of Cambridge mw New England, before 
their De; ence of rhe Anſwer made unto the Nine 
Queſtions. 


T was the Proſeſſion of the Lord Jeſus be- 
fore Pilate, when he queſtiened with him 
about his Kiagdom, Jobs 18. 37. That for 
this ' cauſe he was born and came into the 
world, to bear witneß of the Truth. Many 
Truths about the Spiritual Kingdom of Chriſt 
hath he i ed to us; if theretore we be 
born into the world, or ſent into this Wilder - 
nels to bear witneſs to his Truth, it is unto us 
reward ſufficient, that we ſhould be Witneſſes 
thereunto, even to the Utmoſt parts of the 
Earth. We confeG we have been too ſlow in 
this Service of Chriſt, nat having to this day 
fee forth an unaniu2us Conteſſion of that 


Form of wholſeme wo ds whicn is Preached, 


recgived and profeſſ:d in theſe Churches of 

the Lord Jeſus; and which we are not un - 

mindtul of, though our diſtances, and other 

lifficaltiss may delay the opportunity. — 
t 
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this in the mean time we profeſs in general, 
That ( fo far as we know) there is the ſame 
bleſſed Spirit of Truth breathing in the Mini- 
ſtry of the Country; the ſame Faith embra- 
ced and profeſſed in the Churches, which is 
generally received as the Orthodox Docti ine 
of the Goſpel, in the beſt reformed Churches, 
and particularly by our Godly Learned Bre- 
thren of England and Scotland. And though 
Errors have ſprung up among us, and ſome 
are gone out Irom us, that we fear were not 
of us, yet we have born witneſs againſt them, 
and by the blefling of God, by the breath of 
Chriſt in the mouths-of his Servants they have 
been blaſted. Neither do we underſtand that 
theſe Churches are accuſed ol any Errors about 
the ſaving Truths of the Goſpel, and therefore 
we thought our ſelves not fo much called of 
God to ſuch a Confeſſion at preſent, as to clear 


up to the World thoſe Truths we protefs a. 


bout the Kingdom and Government of Chriſt 
in his Churches; which is the great work of 
this age, and of this nick. of time. And yet 
here allo we fear thar we have been too 
Nack ; for though it be ſaid, We are the Volun- 
reers, ſuch as cry up this way, c. and lo it 
ſeems we are apprehended to be one cauſe of 
theſe preſenc —— yet if things be well 
weighed, we may ſeem rather to be tar be. 
bind ia the duty that lies upon us. 17

ſome brief Arfwwers ſent over to ſome particu- 
lar perſons, to fatisfie Brethren what our pra- 
Qiſc is, (with ſome brief touch of our reaſons) 
rather than to diſcuſs thoſe points, have been 
printed by ſome without our 15 or 
aſſent, upon what grounds they beſt know. 
And ſome ſhort Treatiſes by fome Reverend 
Brethren have been publiſhed to declare their 
affect ĩonate deſires of the unanimous endea- 
yours of all our dear Brethren, for a general 
and holy Reformaticn. But what hath been 
ſaid or done, that either may juſtly offend che 
minds of the godly, provake their ſpirits, dif- 
unite their affections, or hinder a godly Retor- 
mation? Yea, we have been too {low to clear 
our Doctrine and practiſe from the many ob- 
jectiom, harſh interpretations, and manifold 
Criminations caſt upon the ſame. wherein we 


fear our lothneſs to intermeddle in theſe Con- 


troverſies for fear ot making the breach wider 
amongſt Brethren; and our deſire rather to 
attend what light we might receive from o- 
thers in theſe points, wherein we profeſs our 
{clves ſeekers atter the Truth, have made us 
guilty of neglect in this our duty. But now 
we ſee our ſelves preticed hereto, by a neceſſity 
of juſtifying our wayes againſt the many af- 
perſions upon them, as well as againſt the 
reaſoms uſed againſt them. For we perceive by 
the tirft Letters of our Brethren, how the with» 
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drawing of Chriftians from the Liturgy wa 
imputed to us, and by this Reply both in the 
—— divers paſſages, we cannot but fee 
what apprehenfions are raiſed of us; yes, ma- 
ny are apt to think, that it we had ſaid no- 
thing, yet our very act in forſaking the Church- 
es of God in our dear native Country, and the 
Cauſe of Chriſt there, togecher with the pra - 
Riſe of theſe Churches, thought to be ſo 
different from the reformed Churches, have 
been, not only a great weakening to the hands 
of the Godly, ( that have ſtood by the Cauſe 
of Chrift ) but alſo have cauſed great diſtur- 
bance to the Reformation in hand : To which 
much might be ſaid, but that we ſhould exceed 
the bounds of an Epiſtle. Yet let us intreat 
all the Godly wiſe, to conſider and look back 
upon the ſeaſon of this great Enterpriſe, un- 
dertaken by us, and the manner of our pro- 


ceedings in it, with the admirable workings 


of Gods Previdence firſt and laſt about it; 
and we think (though we were ſilent ) they 
may eaſily ſatisfie themſelves, whether this was 
of God or men; a ſintul negle& of the Cauſe 
— * or a — 1 — the 
ruth, open proſeſſion again rupti- 
ons of Worſkip atk; and tor the — 
of Reformation of the Church; and that 
confirmed by no ſmall degree of Sufferings 
for the fume, For was ic not 3 time when 
| Humane 
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Humane Worſhip and Inventions were grown 
to fuch an intolerable height, that che Coniſci- 
ences of Geds Saints and deryants, inlightened 
in the truth, could no longer bear them? was 
not the power of the tyranical Prelates fo 
great, that like a ſtrong Current, carried all 
down ſtream before it; whatever was fiom 
the Law, or otherwile ſet in their way? Did 
not the hearts of men generally fail them? 
Where was the people to be found that would 
cleave to their godly Miniſters in their ſuffer- 
ings ; but rather thought ir their diſcretion, 
to provide for their own quiet and ſafety ? 
Yea, when ſume treely in zeal of the Truth 
preached or proc ſſod againſt the corruptions 
of the times, did not ſome take offence at it, 
judge it raſhneſs, and to de againſt all rules of 
diſcretion, who ſince are ready to cenſure us 
for deſerting the Cauſe ? Many then thought, 
it is an evil time, the prudent ſhall hold their 
peace, and might we not ſay, This is not our 
reſting place? And what would men have us 
do in ſuch a caſe? Muſt we ftudy ſome di- 
ſtinaions to ſalve our Conſciences in comply- 
ing with ſo manitold corruptions in Gods 

orſhip? or ſhould we live without God's 
Ordinances, becauſe we could not partake in 
che corrupt adminiſtration thereof ? or con. 
tent pur ſelves to live without thoſe Ordinan- 
c of God Worftip and Communzon of 
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chat ſtayed behind, and that thoſe Suſfeinge 
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Saints, which he called us unto, and our Souls 
breathed after ?. or ſhould we forſake the 
publick Aſſenablies, and joyn together in pri- 
vate ſeparated Coe hom unſufferable ie 
would then have been, the great offence chat 
now is taken at ir, is a full evidence. And if 
in Cities, or ſome ſuch great Towns, that 
might have been done, yet how was it polli- 
ble for ſo many ſcattered Chriſtians all over 
the Countrey ? It is true, we might have ſuf · 
tered, if we had ſought ic, we might eaſily 
have found the way to have filled the Priſons; 
and ſome had their ſhare therein. But whe- 
ther we wore called thereunto, when a wide 
deor was ſec open of liberty otherwiſe ; 'and' 
our witneſs to the Truth (through the malig- 
nant policy of thoſe times) could not be open 
þetore the world, but rather ſmothered up in 
doſe priſons or ſome ſuch wayes, together 
with our ſelves, we leave to be coniidcred. 
We caunot ſee but the rule of Chriſt to his 
Apoſtles and Saints, and the practiſe of Gods 
Saints in all Ages, may allow us this libeity as 
well as others, to fly into the Wilderneſs from 
the face of the Dragon.

Thoſe Servants of 
Chriſt, though full of the ſpiric of glory, and 
ot Chriſt to outface tho greateſt per ſecuters in 
proſeſſion of the Truth, unto the death; yet 
did not complain of the cowardize of ſuch as 
fled, becauſe they deſerted them & the Cauſo; 
but rather adviſed divers fo to do, and rejoy- 
ced when God gave liberty te their brethren 
to eſcape with their lives to che places 
of to ſexvs che —— — — 
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Word. Nelther were thoſe faithful Saints and 
Servants of God uſeleſ and 'unprofitable in 
the Church of God that flzd from the bloody 
Prelates. The infinite and only wiſe God 
hath many works to do in the World, and he 
doth by his r Providence give gifts to 
his Servants, and diſpoſeth them to his Work 
as ſecmeth beſt to himielf. If the Lord will 
have ſome to bear witneſs by impriſonments, 
diimembring, c. we honour them therein;
